W ASifflfGTOX, Oct, 8.—The text of UMS communication hnndetl to 


the charge of Switzerland here follows: 


"Sir: 1 lime the honor to acknoirledf^, on behalf of the Presi- 


dent, jour note of October sixth, inclosing the communication from 
tlie lierman government to the President; and I am instructed fry tlie 
I'resident to request yon to make tlie following communication to tho 
imperial German chancellor: 


"Before making reply, to the request of the Imperial German gov- 


ernment, and in order thut thai reply shall be as candid and straight- 
forward as the momentous interests involved reqnire, th<* President 
of the United States deems it necessary to iissure himself Unit the im- 
perial German government accepts the terms laid down by the Presi- 
dent in his address to the Congress of the I'nlted States on tie eighth 
of- January last and In subsequent addresses and that its object in 
catering into discussions vrould be only to agree upon the practical 
details of their application? 


"The President feels bound to say with regard to the suggestion 


of an armistice that he would not feel at liberty ta propose u. cessa- 
tion of arms to the governments with Which the Government of the 
I'nited Slates is associated against the central powers so long as the 
armies of those powers are upon their soil. The good faith of any 
discussion wonld manifestly depend upon the content of the central 
powers immediately to withdraw their forces everywhere from in- 
' mded territory. 


"The President nisi feels Hint he is Justified in asking whether 


the imperial chancellor is speaking marely for the constituted authori- 
ties of the em;jr<- who have s« far conilacted the war. He deems the 
answer in these questions fital from every point of view. 


"Accept, sir, the renewed assurances of my high consideration.

from dried mocus from couehJng anil 
sneezing or from careless peopie who 
spit OTI the ooor and on the sirtetv ilk 
As In most other catching diseases a 
person who has 01 ly a mild attack of 
the disease himself may gt'se a very 
severe attack to others 


What should be done by those who 


catch the*disease? 


"It Is \ery important that- evcrv per- 


son who b°cotres sick with influenza 
should go home at once and go to b*d 
This wil 
1 help keep awnr dangerous 


complications and will nt the some 
time keep the patient from scattering 
the disease far nnd wide 
It K highly 


desirable that no one be illowed to 
s^ep In the same room with the pa 
tient. In fact no one but the nurse 
should be allowed In tht room 


If there Is cough and spurum or 


running of tbe ej e<? and no*»e care 
should be lilt pn that all si ch dis- 
charges are co lected on bits of gauze 
or rag or paper nnpkins nnd burned. 
If the patient complains of fever and 
headache he should he given water to 
drink a <*old compress to the forehend 
and a light sponge

cine should he gi\PTi its is prescribed 
bj the doctor 
It U foolish to ask tbe 


druggist *o prewribe apd may be dan 
gerous o Uih^ the ^n called safe sure
